SHIPYARD TRUST AN 


ARTISTIC SWINDLE 


Now York, Nov, 2.—Sensational al- 
legations of wilful mis^tati^ment. fal- 
slflcaflon, swindling and fraud in the 
organization and flotation of the Unit- 
ed States Shipbuilding Con^any, of 
attnmpts to mislead and deceive the 
inv' sUng public by erroneous pros- 
po tus statements and of a deliberate 
plan to wicck the company by with- 
holding the earnings of the Bethlehem 
Siv el Company, are contained in the 
report ol K-Jceiver James Smitli, Jr., 
of 
the 
XJnited 
States 
ShipDullding 
Company, made public here. ^ 


The roport concludes with tho rec« 
ommondatlon 
that 
suit 
should 
be 
brought against all persons who re- 
ceived stock of the company without 
paying« lull value therefor. Including 
th'- promoters of the consolidation, tho 
veaJor^'. of the constituent companies 
and 0. M. Schwab, to recover from 
them such amount as necessary to 
pay the debts of tho company in full. 


Receiver Smith also recommends the 
sale of the Crescent ship yard plant 
in New Jersey and the Harlan & Hol- 
lingsworth plant at Wilmington, Del., 
subsidiary plants not how in operation, 
to 'avoid further loss by depreciation, 
and the enforcement of a receiver for 
the Bethlehem Steel Company to en- 
sure the payment of dividends In the 
Bethlehem stock held by the United 
States Shipbuilding Company. 
In the 
words of the reix)rl, the organization 
of the company is characterized as an 
"artistic 
swindle," 
Receiver 
Smith 
stating that the value of the plants, 
their earnings and working 
capital, 
given in alleged thorough reports of 
export accountants, vary so much from 
actual figures "as to impel the belief 
that the 
figures 
were wilfully 
mis- 
stated;" that it Is extremely doubtful 
if sr^ch accountauta' reports were sub- 
mitted at the orgi?nizatlon oi the com- 
pany; 
that the organization was ef- 
iected by "dummy" stockholders, di- 
rectors and ofilcers; that statements 
In the prospectus issued on June 14, 
1902, were incorrect; 
that far prop- 
erty worth $l?.44t,5.16 the >ihipbulld- 
ing Company paid in stock and bonds 
?67,997.000: that "the accommodating 
directors of the United States Ship- 
building Company, in acquiring theiie 
companies 
deliberately 
gave 
away 
many million dollars in the stock and 
bonds of their company"—"wholesale 
plunder" the reoeiver terms it—to a 
few pftrsonB, and that, so far ns the 
Bethh hem 
Steel 
Company 
is 
con- 
cerned, "its earnln;?s have been with- 
held in-a deliberate attempt to wreck 
the United States Shipbuilding Com- 
pany." 


The report deals fully with the name 


of Charles M. Schwab, and the nature 
of tho transaction, says Mr, Smith, Is 
such as "to justify him (Mr. Schwab) 
In saying that he did not sell the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company, but took over 
the United States Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, the directors of that company 
giving him §30,000,000 in stock and 
bonds for taking it off their hands.

Crestline, O., Nov. 2.—Crestline and

wore shaken, and In soro« Instancoa 
the walls fell.. Church congregation» 
wore thrown Into screaming masses 
of humnnlty.

Ih the down-town portion of the city 
there is not a building that has not 
suffered considerable 
damage.

sion. The sidewalks and road are lit- 
tered with the glass from the shat- 
tered panes.

SÎÜPYÀRD TRUST AN 
ARTISTIC SWINDLE 


Now York, Nov, 2.—Sensational al­ 
legation« of wilful mls3tatoment, fal- 
siflcaflon, swindling and fraud in tho 
organization and flotation of tho Unit­ 
ed States Shipbuilding Con^any, of 
attnmpts to mislead and deceive the 
inv sUng public by erroneous proa- 
po tus statements and of a deliberate 
plan to wicck the company by with­ 
holding the earnings of the Bethlehem 
St. el Company, are contained in the 
report, ol Koceiver James Smitli, Jr,, 
of the Vniled 
States Shipbuilding 
Company, made public here. ^ 
The report concludes with tho rec­ 
ommendation 
that 
suit should 
be 
brought against all persons who re­ 
ceived stock of the company without 
paying* tuli value therefor, Including 
thf-* promoters ot* the consolidation, tho 
veuJor^: of the constituent companies 
and 0. M. Schwab, to recover from 
them such amount as necessary to 
pay the debts of the company in full. 
Receiver Smith also recommends the 
sale of the Crescent ship yard plant 
in New Jersey and the Harlan & Hol­ 
lingsworth plant at Wilmington, Del., 
subsidiary plants not how in operation, 
to avoid further loss by depreciation, 
and the enforcement of a receiver for 
the Bethlehem Steel Company to en­ 
sure the payment of dividends in the 
Bethlehem stock held by the United 
States Shipbuilding Company. In the 
words of the reix)rt, the organization 
of the company is characterized as an 
‘'artistic 
swindle/* 
Receiver 
Smith 
stating that the value of the plants, 
their earnings and working capital, 
given in alleged thorough reports of 
export accountants, vary so much from 
actual figures “as to impel the belief 
that the figures were wilfully mis­ 
stated;” that it is extremely doubtful 
if such accountants* reports were sub­ 
mitted at the org'^nization ol* the com­ 
pany; that the organization was ef- 
iected by “dummy** stockholders, di­ 
rectors and officers; that statements 
In the prospectus issued on June 14, 
1902, were incorrect; that for prop­ 
erty worth $1?,441,5,16 the JjhlDbuild- 
ing Company paid in stock and bonds 
?67.997,000: that ‘‘the accommodating 
directors of the United State« Ship­ 
building Company, in acquiring theiie 
companieB 
deliberately 
gave 
away 
many million dollars in the stock and 
bonds of their company**—‘‘wholesale 
plunder*’ the reoeiver terms it—to a 
few persons, and that, so far as the 
Bethi^ hem 
Steel Company 
is con­ 
cerned, “its earnings have been with­ 
held in-a deliberate atterapt to wreck 
the United States Shipbuilding Com­ 
pany.** 
The report deals fully with the name 
of Charles M. Schwab, and the nature 
of the transaction, says Mr. Smith, is 
such as “to Justify him (Mr. Schwab) 
In saying that he did not sell the Beth­ 
lehem Steel Company, but took over 
the United States Shipbuilding Com­ 
pany, the directors of that company 
giving him $30,000,000 in stock and 
bonds for taking it off their hands. 
The recommendations of the re­ 
ceiver in full are as follows: 
“1—That in order to avoid depre­ 
ciation by disuse, and bccause of the 
existence of controversies as to the 
validity of the encumbrances upon 
the premises, the Crescent ship yard 
be sold free and clear of all such en­ 
cumbrances as soon as the work now 
in contemplation is completed. 
“2—That similar action be taken 
wdth reference to the plant of the Har­ 
lan & Hollingsworth Company, Wil­ 
mington, Del. 
“3—That as soon as the debts of 
the company shall have been ascer­ 
tained suit shall be instituted against 
all persons who received the stock of 
this 
company without paying full 
value therefor, to recover from them 
such an amount as shall be necessarry 
to pay said debts in full, under seoUon 
21 of an act of the legislature oí the 
state of New Jersey, entitled An act 
concerning corporations (revisioffi of 
18ii6). 
“4—That suit be Instituted against 
the Bethlehem Steel Company to.pro- 
cure the appointment of a receiver 
and to compel the appropriation of the 
earnings of that company by way of 
dividends on the stock."

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 
Two Cars of Dynamite Blow Up at 
Crestline, O., With Frightful Result. 
Crestline, 0„ Nov. 2.—Crestline and 
vicinity was throwTi into a panic by a 
terrible 
explosion. 
Many 
buildings 
wore shaken, and In nome instances 
the walls fell.. Church congregations 
wore thrown Into screaming masses 
of humnnlty. People w'ho were at homo 
were terrified by the fearful roar that 
was heard. Two 
cars of dynamite 
whlr'h exploded in the Pennsylvania 
railroad yard was the cause of the ex­ 
citement. 
The destruction Is so com­ 
plete and so great that it is impossible 
to say anything of tho property dam­ 
age or whether there is any loss of 
life. 
Yardmastor Courtier and Clerk Gels- 
initer, who were at work In the yard 
ofllce half a mile away» were seri­ 
ously and probably fatally hurt by the 
destruction of the building in which 
they 
were 
working. 
Hundreds 
of 
Pennsylvania employes are at work 
pearchin? the ruins for dead or In- 
jure«l. 
The entire west yards of the 
road ore wTCcked. 
There are. it is 
said, not less than 350 cars smashed. 
Where the explosion occurred a hole 
too feet wide, twice aS long and 15 
feet deep has been 
torn 
into the 
ground. Engines at work a mile away 
were thrown from the tracks. 
in the down-town portion of the city 
there is not a building that has not 
suffered considerable damage. Many 
persons who were on the streets were 
cut and otherwise hurt by flying glass 
and hundreds of women are in a sert- 
ous condition from shock and concus­ 
sion. The sidewalks and road are lit­ 
tered with the glass from the shat­ 
tered panes. Doors were blown out and 
‘STnficijpfi in many of 
the 
buildings. 
The full extent of the loss 
to property will not be known for many 
days. The explosion was plainly heard

Sort over your stock of fruit Jars to 
see there are no defects, and that cov- 
ers fit perfectly. 


Do not use old rubbers. No matter 
how sound they may appear they are 
apt to be porous and will let In air. 


Pour water into each Jar, seal and 
invert 
If it leaks ever so slightly do 


not use it. 


When you have selected sufladent 
perfect jars, wash each one Inside with 
a dish mop and hot soda water. 
Then 
sterilize by setting them in cold water, 
letting it come to the boiling point and 
boil for a quarter of an hour. Fit each- 
jar with a ring, cover and leave in the 
water till used. 


Get the other utensils needed togethe- 
er. You will require scales, a strainer, 
skimmer, 
silver 
spoon, 
perforated 
wooden spoon, large saucepan, a wood- 
en rack to stand It on. a jelly bag, pint 
and cup measuring cup, funnel for 
fruit canning, tray, towels, holders, etc. 


As the preserving should be done, if 
possible in the cool early morning, all 
these should be attended to the day 
before if possible.

Sort over your stock of fruit Jars to 
see there are no defects, and that cov­ 
ers fit perfectly. 
Do not use old rubbers. No matter 
hoAsr sound they may appear they are 
apt to be porous and will let in air. 
Pour water into each Jar, seal and 
Invert It it leaks evetr so slightly do 
not use it. 
When you have selected sufficient 
perfect jars, wash each one inside with 
a dish mop and hot soda water. Then 
sterilize by setting them In cold water, 
letting it come to the boiling point and 
boil for a quarter of an hour. Fit each 
jar with a ring, cover and leave in the 
AA’ater till used. 
Get the other utensils needed togethe- 
er. You will require scales, a strainer, 
skimmer, 
silver 
spoon, 
perforated 
wooden spoon, large saucepan, a wood­ 
en rack to stand It on, a jelly bag, pint 
and cup measuring cup, funnel for 
fruit canning, tray, towels, holders, etc. 
As the preserving should be done, if 
possible in the cool early morning, all 
these should be attended to the day 
before if possible.

It out Avith a perforated spoon, and 
fill into glass self-sealing cans.

over the fruit, and seal. 
Goosebei’ry Marmalade—Tup-and-tall 
the berries, allow three-quarters of a 
pound of granulated sugar to a pound 
of fruit; put together In layers and set 
on the back of the stoA’e to heat up 
very slowly. As the berries soften and 
the juice starts, mash the berries to 
free the Juice and cook gently till thick. 
It must be cooked until the skins are 
tender. Sea! like jellj’. 
Blackberry Plomblere — Pick over, 
wash and drain a quart of l^lackberrleg 
and press through a sieve. 
Make a 
good syrup of one and one-half cups of 
sugar and three-fourths of a cup of 
water; when cold add to the blackberry 
puree and set In a cold place. 
Then 
turn In a freezer tor twenty minutes, 
and when it begins to thicken stir In ^ 
pint of whipped cream and pack for 
two hours before I'Sing.

When a man has done his work and nothing can 
any way be materially altered in his fate, let him forget his toil and jest 
with his fato. if he will; but Avhat excuse can you find for wilfulness of 
thought at the very time -when every crisis of future fortune hangs on your 
decisions? A youth thoughlless! when all tho happiness of his home forever 
depends o'n tho chances, or tho passions, of an hour! A youth thoughtless: 
when tlie career of all his days depends on the opportunity of a moment! A 
:?outh thoughtless! when his every act is as a torch to the laid train of future 
co'nduct, and every imagination a fountain of life or death! Bo thoughtless 
iu any after shears rather than now—though, indeed, there is only one place 
whore a man may be nobly thoughtless—his deathbed. No thinking should ever 
be left to be done there." 


There Is little need be added to this. 
Yomig man, stick to your ideals! Try to make them real, no matter what 
your friends think about them. You know your Avork better than they do.

Life by the Clock. 


HILE attending a recent gathering of his profession, an emi- 
nent physician directed notice afresh to the daily tension 
W 


under which most Americans do their work. 
We rise on 
time, he remarked, in the morning, whether by an alarm 
clock, by tho call of a servant, or by habit, eat breakfast and 
read the paper on time, a clock in every room, and a watch 
frequently in our hand. We then, on time, meet ottice and 
outside engagements, business appointments, consultations, always preconsid- 
ering the amount of time that will be required, and timing tho next engage- 
ment accordingly. 
Often we subdivide this time, and note by our watches 
exactly how long we can discuss a subject. 


This is no exaggeration of tlie American habit 
Even such breaks in work 
ns are compelled by the need of physical refreshment are brought within time 
limits. We eat on time just as we transact all our business on time. If the 
typical American were to be depicted in his most characteristic attitude, it 
would be perched on a stool at a "quick lunch counter," consuming his mid- 
day meal in seven minutes at the outside. 


Doubtless punctuality is a virtue. 
Doubtless also the practice of doing 
things exactly on time has won for us, as a people, a large measure of indus- 
trial success. But, carried to an extreme, as it often is. it is M'earing to the 
individual. The people whose nerves break down from exhaustion Incident 
to overwork are not often not so much the'victims of overwork as of tiie habit 
of compressing every bit of w^ork within prearranged limit-rf of time. Let 
anyone try the experiment of doing a given piece of work steadily and witJi 
application, but without noticing by his wMtch or a clock exactly how much 
time he is consuming, and he will be amazed to find how much easier it will 
go off than when he is timing himself, aud scheming to bring the prescribed 
task within a fixed number of minutes. 


We know a great deal more about sanltarj-' matters than our fathers and 
grandfathers knew. We J)ave hunted down microbes. 
We have concocted 
serums. 
Diseases which were onco regarded as visitations of Providence wo 
now know to be preventable and we take suitable means of preventing them. 
All these discoveries and new remedies ought to diminish the death rate and 
to promote longevity. 
They have not done so. as a matter of fact: perhaps 
they might do so if they diad a fair chance. Ti^e trouble is that along Avith 
these devices for lengthening life we are adopting practices which tend to 
shorten i t One of the most wearing of these is the habit of bringing all the 
details of our work within exact time limits.

I had inlinltoly rather hoar of thoughtless old age and 
tho indulgence due to that. When a man has done his work and nothing can 
any way be materially altered in his fate, let him forget his toil and jest 
•with his fate, if he will; but Avhat excuse can you find for 'vvilfulness of 
thought at the very time wiien every crisis of future fortune hangs on your 
decisions? A youtli thoughtless! wiien all the happiness of his home forever 
depends o‘n the chances, or the passions, of an hour! 
A youth thoughtless I 
Avlien tJie career of all his daj^s depends on the opportunity of a moment! A 
5 0 uth thoughtless! w^hen his every act is as a torch to the laid train of future 
conduct, and every imagination a fountain of life or death! 
Be thoughtless 
in any after j’^ears rather than now—though, indeed, there is only one place 
where a man may be nobly thoughtless—his deathbed. No thinking should ever- 
be left to be done there.*' 
There is little need be added to this. 
Yomig man, stick to your ideals! Try to make them real, no m atter wiiat 
your friends think about them. 
You know your Avork better than they do. 
You can get aw’ay from their despise, but 3^ou cannot get away from 
yourself. 
No doubt commerce is a great thing. 
But it is not everything. 
To place 
tho useful always above the ideal is a demoralizing influence, the results of 
which are most harmful and pernicious.—New York Evening JourriaU 


L ife b y t*he C lo ck . 


H ILE attending a recent gathering of his profession, an emi­ 
nent physician dil*ected notice afresh to the daily tension 
W 


under which most Americans do their work. 
We rise on 
time, he remarked, in the morning, whether by an alarm 
clock, by the call of a servant, or by habit, eat breakfast and 
read the paper on time, a clock in every room, and a watch 
frequently in our hand. 
We then, on time, meet otlice and 
outside engagements, business appointments, consultations, always preconsid 
ering the amount of time that will be required, and timing the next engage­ 
ment accordingly. 
Often we subdivide this time, and note by our watches 
exactly how long we can discuss a subject. 
This is no exaggeration of the American habit. Even such breaks in work 
as are compelled by the need of ph 3^slcal refreshment are brought within time 
limits. We eat on time just as we transact all our business on time. 
If the 
typical American were to be depicted in his most characteristic attitude, it 
would be i^erched on a stool at a “quick lunch counter,’* consuming his mid­ 
day meal in seven minutes at the outside. 
Doubtless punctuality is a virtue. 
Doubtless also the practice of doing 
things exactly on time has won for us, as a people, a large measure of indus­ 
trial success. But, carried to an extreme, as it often is. it is wearing to the 
individual. 
The people w^hose nerves break down from exhaustion incident 
to overwork are not often not so much the*victims of overwork as of the habit 
of compressing every bit of W’'ork within prearranged limit« of time. 
Let 
anyone try the experiment of doing a given piece of work steadily and witJi 
application, but without noticing by Jiis watch or a clock exactly how much 
time he is consuming, and he will be amazed to find how much easier it will 
go off than v/hen he is timing himself, and scheming to bring tho prescribed 
task within a fixed number of minutes. 
We know a great deal more about sanitary matters than our fathers and 
grandfathers knew. 
We Jiave hunted down microbes. 
We have concocted 
serums. 
Diseases which Avere once regarded as visitations of Providence wo 
now knoAV to be preventable and we take suitable means of preventing them. 
All these discoveries and new remedies ought to diminish the death rate and 
to promote longevity. 
They have not done so, as ii matter of fact; perhaps 
they might do so if they Jiad a fair chance. 
Ti;e trouble is that along Avith 
these deAices for lengthening life we are adopting practices v/hich tend to 
shorten it. One of the most AA’^earing of these is the liabit of bringing all the 
details of our Avork Avithin exact time limits.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Walter H. Dechert Meets with 
Terrible Fate at the Depot 
on Saturday Evening. 


A shadow of gloom was cast over town 
on Saturday evening when the news was 
heralded from the W, M. depot that Mr. 
Walter H. Dechert, one of our most en 
eigetic business men, had met with a 
most distressing and fatal accident 


Although there were a number of per- 
sons present at the time, no one can ful- 
ly explain just how the accident happen, 
ed. 


]Mr. Dochert's mother died at his homo 
on Wednesday evening and was interred 
at Pines church Saturday noon 
Heac 
companied several ladies from abroad 
who attended her funeral, among them 
being the nurse from Gettysburg, who 
was in attendance during her illness, to 
the 6 o'clock train and purchased a tick- 
et for her and placed it in his pocket. 
He carried the baggage into the coach, 
and \Vhile therein the train began to 
move; he hurriedly started to leave the 
car but was called back to give the lady 
her ticket. By this time the tram was 
moving pretty fast, and Conductor J 
Grant Eckert wanted to stop the train 
and leave him off, but Mr. Dechert told 
him to go ahead, and remarked "I can 
make it all right,*' and jumped from the 
train. This was at the front end of the 
rear coach, and when he made the leap 
he held to the hand rail and ran for some 
distance when he was forced to release 
his grip and, being unable to make his 
way from the car, it is supposed, that he 
was struck by the hand-rail and steps t)f 
the rear end of the car, and was lifted up 
bodily and thrown across the track upon 
his back directly behind the car. 


The train was stopped for a short time 
and Mr. Dechert was picked up and laid 
upon the platform and Drs. Sheetz and 
Hildebrand quickly summoned, when he 
was placed upon a couch and carried to 
his homc'on Pitt street, a short distance 
W«8l of the depot 
He was conscious 
when picked up and remained so until 
he reached home, complaining of pain in 
the back and shoulder. The physicians 
soon discovered that recovery was im- 
possible and he died about ten minutes 
after being carried home, from internal 
hemmorrhages. 


On examination it was discovered that 
his ribs on both sides were broken from 
the backbone, and the backbone crushed. 
These injuries are supposed to have been 
caused, as above staled, b} the rear end 
of the car striking him, as he did not 
lose his fooling br fall, until the train 
had passed. A large hole in the back of 
head was caused by 
striking a very 
sharp stone about the center of the track 
where he was picked up. The only oth 
er injuries to his person were a f^w 
slight contusions of the forearms. 
The 
funeral took place at tO o'clock Tuesday 
morning, services being held at the 
house, after which interrment was made 
at Pines Lutheran church, of which de- 
ceased was a consistent member, and for 
a number of years a deacon. Rev. W. H. 
Bender oflciating. 


The funeral was one of the most large- 
ly attended in this section for a long 
while. The Council of Royal Arcanum 
attended the funeral in a body, six mem- 
bers of which, John S. Weaver, Z. H. 
Cashman, E. H, Markley, E 
C. Living- 
ston, W. H. Emmert and C. M. Stough/ 
acted as pall-bearers; the obsequies at 
the cemetery were conducted by the or- 
ganization. The Board of Directors of 
the Mnmmasburg Mutual Fire Protec- 
tion Society, also attended in a body. 


Walter H. Dechert was born in Cham- 
bersburg May 2, 1854, the only child of 
Peter and Margaret (Hoffman) Dechert, 
where his father was for many years ed- 
itor and proprietor of the "Valley Spir- 
it," 
Shortly after the war the Dechert 
family moved to the large farm now 
known as the Dechert farm, in Straban 
township, and where Mr. Dechert's moth- 
er was born. 
Mr. Dechert was raised on 
this farm and attended the public schools 
and later attended Gettysburg College. 
In 1875 he was mairied to Bliss Emma 
Thomas, who died in 1889, leaving one 
gou^Mervin Roy, who uled at the home 
of his fatht'i in this place, in May, 1902. 
On October 31, 1893, Mr. Dechert was 
married to Miss Laura V. Clark, of 
Greenvillage, formerly of Chambersburg, 
who survives him, and met his untimely 
death on the tenth anniversary. 


Mr. Dechrrt resided on the old home- 
stead until the spring of 1899, when he 
removed to the fine homo on Pitt street, 
this place which he had erected the pre« 
ceeding fall. 
He purchased the shoe 
factory of Jacob Heltzel and was sue. 
cessfully engaged in the manufacture of 
shoes at the time ot his death 
For many 
years he was engaged in the insurance 
business, representing many different 
companies of both life and fire insurance, 
and for a number of years was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors, and Vice 
President of the Mnmmasburg Fire Pro- 
tection Society. He was also u ciiarter 
m t m l e r o f t h e Council of Ro^al Area* 


num of this placc. 
He was a m*n that 
was w e l l known throuphout the county; 
a man of energy, and a good citiicn. 


The shock to Mrs Dechert, when the 
news of her husband's accident was bro- 
ken to her, was such that she was com- 
pletely overcome, aud has smce been in 
a precarious conaltion, not being able to 
attend the fimeraK Owing to the se- 
riousuess of her condition the services 
were held in the Pines church, instead 
of at the house as intended and above 
stated, 


Severely Bomed» 


Mrs, J. A. Geesey, of Berlin Aye,, ex 
perieaced a narrow escivpo from a terri- 
ble doom, at Hotel Oxford, last Wednes- 
day evening. 
Mrs. Geescy, with the 
light ol a lamp, was engaged at polish- 
ing the oveu of the largo range, with a 
composition in which there was a largo 
portion of gasoline, which she had in a 
cup. The highly explosive liquid was 
placed too close to the lighted lamp, and 
tht fumes from the cup suddenly ignited 
witli a loud report, the cup being blown 
into countless pieces. 
Some of the blaz- 
ing fluid flew over Mrs. Geesey, badly 
burning her right arm and left hand. So 
severe were the burns that the skin and 
flesh hung in long shreds, 
A portion of 
her clothing was also burned. 
Mrs. 
Geesey's life was most probably saved by 
the prompt action of the landlady, Mrs. 
Fleshman, who quickly smothered the 
flames by applyiui^ some clothing. 
It 
was also very fortunate that Mrs. G. did 
not inhale the flame that struck far above 
her head. Dr. Hildebrand was quickly 
summoned and rendered the necessary 
medical attention, aud her injuries are 
improving as rapidly as can be expected. 
The cup with the fluid was In the oven 
of the stove, which was closed excepting 
at the side where Mrs. Geesey was work- 
ing, causing all the fume to pass out di- 
rectly over the lighted lamp which was 
standing on a chair 
Mrs. Geesey's in- 
juries are of a most painful nature, yet 
she was very fortunate in escaping with 
her life. 


Runaway. 


Friday noon Harry Cashman, a horse 
dealer, of Bendersville, drove up to the 
Eagle Hotel, In this place, and attempted 
to tie his horse to the railing. 
The an- 
imal made several jerks and freed him- 
self of bridle, and ran away. 
Mr, Cash- 
man hung to the horses neck until the 
turn was made at Carlisle street, when 
he was thrown to the ground, but escap- 
ed with slight Injury 
The runaway 
team struck a mule in the team of Sam- 
uel Cashman, of Hamilton township, 
standing on Carlisle street, and threw 
him to the ground. The runaway horse 
freed himself of the b»c:gy at the lower 
end of Carlisle street, by the breaking 
of the shafts and harness,and was caught 
at the home of Hanson Hersh on the 
New Chester road some distance from 
town. 
The mule that was thrown by the 
runaway, became muleish, and different 
means were tried to again get him to his 
feet, but all failed until a lash-whip was 
used on his long ears, when he arose 
quickly and was uninjured. He had in 
his mulish act, tried the strength of some 
of our heavy weights in trying to lift 
him to his feet.

IFirebug^s Second Attempt 
To Burn Town Property* 
There Is undoubtedly some Inccudia- 
iry at work In Gettysburg, says Progress. 
K)n the uight that tlic manure pile in the 
n’ear of the Central Hotel was set on fire 
\by some unknown hand, an attempt was 
i%]BO made to burn buildings in another 
jpart of the borough. 
The out buildings in the rear of the 
property owned l)yJohn M Warner in 
tthe hollow, on Baltimore streßt, where 
Mrs. Sallie Cox resides, were discovered 
^to have been saturated to a groat degree 
^with coal oil, and near by laid a lightea 
Unatch, indicating that an effort had been 
•nuide to ignite the oiled bords. 
That the theory to this effect was well 
based was amply demonstrated on Satur­ 
day afternoon last, aboi^t 4 o*clock,when 
m sccond 
attempt was made to fire 
the same property 
In this latter in- 
f?tancc.the rear buildings were ignited. 
^The closets in <he rear of the house oc- 
Kjupied by Mrs. Cox and Mrs. Keitii were 
found to be ablaze, and the neighl)oring 
':barn of John Homan was in danger. 
JElad the flames not been discovered when 
v,hey were, a great deal of damage might 
)jiuve been done and h serious fire have 
(occured. 
Investigation proved that kerosinehad 
K)cea freely used, and that tbe out-buid- 
üng8 in question had been liberally sat- 
irirated with the inflamable stuff. That a 
iclesperate effort had been made to de­ 
stroy the property is beyond all doubt, 


Woman Fatally Burned. 
Mrs. Howaid Groupe, of near Idaville, 
'while engaged at boiling applebutter at

It is said 
that there Is as 
much 
drinking 
now 
as 
there 
ever 
was. 
but 
tbat 
men 
do 
not 
drink 
In 
the 
same 
way 
as of 
old; and that public drunkenness is 
now comparatively rare. 
Occasionally 
wo see men upon 
the streets who are 
under the influence of liquor; but one 
might go from one end of Memphis to 
tbe other and not find a drunken man 
In a day's journey. 
Indeed, so rare 
has such a sight become in this city 
that it excites universal attention. The 
drunken man used to be a familiar 
personage. 
Now he is an object of cu- 
riosity. 


Of course there are plenty of men 
who take their daily 
allowance 
di 
liquor, but they do not hire a brass 
band or fire off a few bombs to adver- 
tise the fact. Men whose business per- 
mits of a certain amount or leisure 
are apt to be convivial; but it is v;ell 
regulated. 
It is the rare 
excepUon 
when they cross the bounds. 


The methods of modern 
business 
have much to do with the spread of 
temperance. 
Even if the head of an 
establishment is temperate himself, he 
does not surround himself with inebri- 
ates. 
He knows that the details of 
his business require cool heads and 
steady hands; and lie will insist that 
his employes shall be sober men. Some- 
times he candidly declares that he wil 
do the drinking for the entire con- 
cern. 
When the head of a business is 
himself a teetotaler he will probably 
insist still more stringently upon his 
subordinates averting their faces from 
the flowing bowl. 
He may tell them 
that he has no control over private 
habits, and that they are at liberty to 
drink as much as they please, but that 
if they do drink they shall not work 
for him. 
Modern business is entirely 
without sentiment. 
It objects to the 
drinking man. not on moral, but on 
practical grounds. 
The judgment of 
the drinking man is not apt to be awry 
at times. 
Liquor will make a fool of a 
sage under certain circumstances; and 
a trusted employe might fail his em- 
ployer at the critical time if he were 
adicted to drink. 


Employes are learning 
everywhere 
that it pays to be sober. 
The steady 
fellov/ who can always be Ifound. and 
when found is sober, is the man who 
wins out. 
There are any number of 
vocations which can be filled only by 
sober men. 
No railroad in the world 
would think of intrusting a train to a 
drunken engineer. 
Drunkards would 
not be tolerated on a police force, in 
the postal service, or, i n d e e d , in any 
business affecting the lives of people 
or requiring exceptional judgment and 
care. 
Of course there are successful 
men who dnnk; 
but, as a rule, i-t will 
bo found that they 
drink 
discreetly 
and never overstep the bounds of mod- 
eration. 
Where they drink to excess, 
they are but the exceptions to prove 
the rule. 
The millionaire, however, is 
master of his time, and if hq chooses 
to spend a part of it in riotous living, 
be can afford whatever loss such 
a 
course entails. 
He is in such a posi- 
tion 
that his business 
does not nec- 
essarily suffer when he blots out a few 
hours from the course of time. 


The employe wdio begins by practic- 
ing sobriety during office hours is apt 
to continue it after office hours. 
The 
after-dark jag is not conducive 
to 
easy labor the next day. 
Furthermore, 
the young man soon finds out that the 
pleasures of alcoholism are not up to 
the advertisements. 
Seen in the green 
light of the next day, they have a cu- 
riously unreal and fantastic effect. The 
humors of the cup arc very much like 
the magnificent visions which one has 
in dreams. 
They can't be remembered 
the next day. 
Perhaps to the general 
sense of disappointment are added a 
headache and a positive conviction that 
one has swallowed a mule by mistake. 


Everything, 
therefore, conduces 
to 
sobriety In our day. 
The number of 
men who drink nothing at all is in- 
creasing, 
The men who drink know 
how to carry their liquor like gentle- 
men, and they drink wine or beer or 
whiskey very much as they drink their 
coffee or tea. 
It is not a "drink" to 
them in the ordinary 
sense of 
the 
woid; but a part of their daily allot- 
ment of meat and liquid. 


One reason why alcoholism is de- 
creasing is the explosion of 
several 
misconceptions regarding the use of 
liquor. 
Formerly it was thought that 
wine bdghtOied the 
intellect; 
and 
that genius often lay dormant until 
set agoing by the sherry or the cham- 
pagne. 
Possibly wine will unlock the 
lips of the taciturn man, and 
make 
him garrulous; but it la absurd to say 
that the wine has created the wit and 
produced the thought. 
It haa simply 
beaten down the man's customary re- 
serve and made him willing to speak 
what was in his mind. 
The capacity 
to say bright things must have existed 
and tJie right thlp«:s jnust have been 
there. 
The wine has .merely opened 
the door. 
Many myUiical stories bava 
been told about inea of genius wriUng 
sublime poems and 
dellvering 
loft/ s 


oraUons when «^ider the Influ^ce rf 
liquor. 
It is all a mistake. 
N o 
on earth ever wrote anything that 
fit to live when ho was drunk. 
No 
orator ever delivered a speech 
pM- 
sessing a particle of merit wh^^ he 
was 
drunk. 
Sometimes 
this 
hM 
apparently happened; \but the truth 1» 
that in some way the. orator became 
suddenly sobered. 
Otherwise he would 
not have been able to thtnk on his feet. 


Another myth that ha^ been explod- 
ed Is the Idea that moder'ift^drlnklng 
Is good for a person. 
Modem medical 
science has given this Idea I t ^ n l e t u s . 
It is said that "a man Is as old\as his 
arteries." and when the ossification of 
the arteries begins the end la not^iw 
off. 
Science now holds that constii»^ 
Indulgence in alcoholic liquor has 
tendency to ossify the arteries. 
It wa« 


formerly held by medical science that 
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if a person drank two drinks of whis- 
key a day it would be beneficial, for 
this much liquor could be "digested," 
as It were, without any harm to the 
system. 
Now, however, the habit o* 
regular 
drinking even in moderation 
is condemned. 


It Is fortunate that medical science 
has reached this conclusion, because it 
is bound to act as a restraint upon the 
practicing physician who has a fond- 
ness for drink. If there Is any one who 
has no business drinking anything at 
all it is the family physician! and he . 
cannot very 
well continue to be 
a 
drinking man in the face of tho ban 
placed upon alcohol by medical sci- 
ence. 
The minister of the 
Gospel 
urges every one to observe the Ten 
Commandments, but ho would not re- 
tain any parish long if it w^ere known 
that he was a persistent violator oï 
one of them. 
The physician must be 
held to a like account. 
If 
medical 
science condemns 
regular 
drinking, 
there is no oxcuse for the practitioner, 
and unless he can curb his appetite, 
he might as well retire at once ¡from 
his profession. 


The conviction is becoming pretty 
general that sobriety is the best pol- 
icy, and that drunkenness does 
not 
pay.—Memphis

Severely Burned« 
Mrs, J, A. Geei>ey, of Berlin Aye,, «ex 
perieaced a narrow’ escape from a terri­ 
ble doom, at Hotel Oxford, last Wednes 
day evening. 
Mrs. Geesey, with the 
light oi a lamp, was engaged at polish* 
ing the oven of the large range, with a 
composition in which there was a large 
portion of gasoline, which she had in a 
cup. The highly explosive liquid was 
placed too close to the lighted lamp, and 
tht fumes from the cup suddenly Ignited 
witli a loud report, the cup being blown 
into countless pieces. Some of the blaz» 
ing fluid flew over Mrs. Geesey, badly 
burning her right arm and left hand. So 
severe were the burns that the skin and 
flesh hung in long shreds. A portion of 
her clothing was also burned, Mrs, 
Geesey’s life was most probably saved by 
the prompt action of the landlady, Mrs. 
Fleshman, who quickly smothered the 
flames by applyius; some 'clothing. It 
was also very fortunate that Mrs, G. did 
not inhale the flame that struck far above 
her head.

M. A. Faret, a French scientist, has 
undertaken to teach us how to sleep.

while sleeping is the horizontal. 
First 
one must get used to sleeping without 
bolster.

* head and neck at an abnormal angle, 
and that consequently the sleeper's en- 
tire body remains during the night In 
an uncomfortable position, and one 
which Impedes the free course of the 
blood through the vessels and organs. 
The only remedy, he maintains, is to 
adopt a horizontal position, since by it 
alone Is absolute rest guaranteed, and 
this rest is due to the fact that in such 
a position the ligaments of the neck 
are not strained or distorted, the lungs 
easily perform their proper work and 
the heart beats regularly.

By a new Gorman invention adopted 
by an English firm bricks will be made 
by machinery at the rate of 40,000 per 
day, as against the 7000 to 8000 per 
day made by a molder. 
The bricks 
will be artificially dried In twenty- 
four hours, as against the three to five 
weeks by the ordinary open-air drying, 
while it will be possible to make them 
all the year round, instead of only six 
months In tho summer. 
The system 
was investigated by a large number of 
experts, and It is believed that its per- 
manent introduction will result in a 
considerable reduction in tlie price of 
bricks. 


Professor Henry T, Eddy, of the 
University of Minnesota, described at 
the Pittsburg meeting of the American 
Association an invention of Dr. S. A. 
Hageman. of interest to musicians. 
It is a pianoforte which renders the 
diatonic scale In perfectly just intona- 
tion in any desired key. It differs In 
outward appearance from an ordinary 
piano only in having, in addition to the 
usual pedals, a bank of a single octave 
somewhat like origan pedals, which ac- 
tuate a bank of sliding bars, and 
these. In turn, move the bridges on 
which the strings rest, and adjust 
them simultaneously to any key. This 
Professor Eddy believes to be the first 
practical solution of the problem of 
just intonation for instruments with 
fixed keys.

Pressed for an example of this, Wu 
told the following story:

to the Best Soldiers in the World. 
Paul Lindau, the •well known Qer- 
man traveler end author, during one 
ot his trips in Turkey, studied a band 
of redifs or militia, Just called out for 
military service. Here follow the re­ 
sults of his observations, riven in his 
book, "Zwei Reisen ln der Türkei," 
At the station there was a bustle and 
bustle, but it was like life in a big ant> 
hill, 80 quiet and orderly was every- 
thln|T> In spite of any seeming confu- 
Sion. 
Three battalions of reservists, 
numbering 800 men 
each, had Just 
landed from three long trains. After 
a long trip, during which the men had 
been cramped, they 
wer« given 
a 
chance to stretch their limbs. 
Here 
were men who, had been taken from 
their work only the day before for mil* 
Itary duty—the militia of the country. 
It was not a pleasant sight. 
The 
men looked fearless and frightful. Most 
of them. If not In rags, were at least 
badly dressed. 
Feet and legs up to 
the knee were enveloped in a light 
Creen felt, bound around with string. 
Baggy cotton breeches, bright-colored 
vests, over which were so-called lace 
trimmed Greek Jackets; a girdle wound 
around the body several times and a 
fez completed the dress. 
They were strong and well set up. 
One could not fall to 1;>e impressed by 
their even development. They moved 
with a quiet, elastic motion which re­ 
minded one of a wild beast ready to 
spring. Their dark eyes glittered un­ 
pleasantly. 
Their small, white teeth 
shone. 
Finer “cannon feed” I have 
never seen. 
I could quite easily be­ 
lieve what I had often heard from ex­ 
perts—that the Turkish redif, with the 
very worst of care, is capable of per­ 
forming wonderful teats of marching; 
and, properly officered, never turns 
back. 
They scarcely looked at us, although 
it is certain that they had rarely seen 
any one dressed in European fashion. 
As we went from one group to another 
they gave way, neither angrily nor ill- 
naturedly. When we asked questions 
we received curt, but not surly re­ 
plies: 
“Where are you from? 
“Karahissar." 
''

‘How old are you?^ 
‘1 don’t know/^ 
^Where are you going?' 
haven't been told/' 
“Are you tired 
'‘rve slepti*' 
‘Hungry?'' 
“No." 
‘‘Thirsty?^' 
“We had water." 
That was about the sum and «ub- 
stance of what we could learn. Just 
then they found something better to do 
than answer our questions. 
Without 
crowding or showing the slightest im­ 
patience, quietly and earnestly, they 
went to a table upon which was heaped 
a pile of bread. Each one bought him* 
self a piece weighing 
nearly 
flve 
pounds, for which he paid a piastre; 
then, without a word, moved away to 
make room for another. 
In half an 
hour every man had been served. 
1 
learned that one piastre a day was all 
the redif received, and that the dry 
bread, w^ashed down with water was 
all that he got to eat and drink in 24 
hours. 
The under officers, who were distin­ 
guished by being in uniform, stood 
about doing nothing, and apparently 
took not the slightest notice of their 
men. No loud order was to be heard. 
Not all the redifs could afford tobac­ 
co, although I was told tnat the bet- 
ter-to-do shared with their poorer com­ 
rades, and that in the cars, as long as 
any man had any tobacco, all smoked. 
We went over and bought 200 little 
packages of the weed. When we of­ 
fered one to a redif he took it and sa­ 
luted; but no one moved his hand to 
ask for one. When we had distributed 
all the tobacco there remained COO men 
who had received none, but not a look 
of request did wo see. All the same, 
most of them looked poverty stricken, 
and tobacco was a godsend to them. 
Most of the Turks I have seen, and 
among them were powerful men, devils 
and worthy men. Of course, in Tur­ 
key, as in other countries, there are 
criminals of all sorts—robbers, mur­ 
derers, firebugs—but no curs. 
At the end of an hour I heard short 
orders repeated in several parts cf the 
etation. 
As if the ofilcers liad haa 
strings tied to the men the iatter ar­ 
ranged themselves in squads four deep. 
As soon as the officer of the squad had 
glanced over the lines so as to see 
that no one was missing he gave the 
man on the right a sign with his hand. 
The one to v/hom the signal was given 
resounded with a clear loud “One! ' 
His neighbor followed with “Two!^' 
and BO on. In a few minutes the count­ 
ing of the entire battalion of 800 was 
completed. Then the officer made an­ 
other hand signal, and as quickly and 
quietly as they had gotten together the 
redifs separated. It was evident that 
they were all trained soldiers. Again 


and again wad it impressed upon m9 
that everything went on quietly» as if 
by clockwork. 
I heard no shouting* 
no laughing, no singing; only here ana 
there a word very quietly spoken. 
Never have I seen elsewhere at one 
place 800 men of from 25 to 35 (except 
regular soldiers) who when “Atten­ 
tion!" was called stand so still as the 
First Redif battalion. The other two 
battalions were at a short distance 
from the station, but when I went over 
to see them I found that everything 
was moving just as quickly and quietly 
as at the station itself. 
I asked a German railroad official 
how the redifs passed the night in the 
crowded cars. 
“Oh, they've not been pampered and 
spoiled," he replied. “They come an* 
stretch out on the floor, and from sun­ 
set to sunrise nothing is heard from 
them. 
They’re a curiously quiet lot, 
and demand practically nothing. They 
don't rejoice; they don’t complain— 
in which they are very different from 
our own ikildiers. They are indesorib- 
ably content. 
They arc said to fight 
well. I have seen here that they are 
at least wonderfully obedient to their 
officers. 
What is more, the officers 
have to give scarcely 
any 
orders. 
Every redif seems to know what is 
expected of him. 
What is more, he 
does it, and that without waiting for 
any order." 
That I had already noticed. But as 
I thought of the hard faces and the 
dark glistening eyes, it came over me 
that these 
well 
disciplined troops 
could, by an outbreak of religious fa­ 
naticism, be transformed into fearful 
wild beasts if a captured city were 
turned over to them. But the Turkish 
soldier. If properly led, will bear com­ 
parison with the best soldier of the 
world. 
He fights cheerfully. 
Is 
as 
brave as a Hon, has no fear of death, 
is strong and quick of foot, contented 
and obedient. 


HEALTH AND SONG. 


Breathing Lessons as a Cure for Many 
Complaints, 
The London concert season, which 
has come to a close, has called atten­ 
tion to a discovery« the doctors have 
made that vocallsm Is a healthy profes­ 
sion. 
A quiet baby who never gives way to 
tantrums and tears Is not a healthy, 
but a weakly child. When his voice 
is raised in a piercing crescendo of 
screams his lungs are expanded, hla 
blood Is circulating well, and he is 
gaining strength and beauty momenta­ 
rily. 
Translate the salutary shrieks 
of infancy into the educated singing 
of maturity and the net result is the 
same—namely, 
a 
large Increase of 
health and comeliness. 
Anaemic boys and girls are now be­ 
ing ordered by doctors to take singing 
lessons, because such persons do noi 
know how to breathe properly and the 
singing master teaches them the art. 
Very few people utilize the whole of 
their lung power when they breathe, 
but get Into a lazy way of merely gasp­ 
ing or breathing superficially. 
Candidates for the army whose chest 
measurement lacks the requisite num­ 
ber of Inches take singing lessons to 
increase their girth, or, if their voices 
lack the musical element, they attend 
breathing classes and learn where their 
respiration should come from—that is 
to say, how they should retain it, and 
how emit It. 
Though mankind must 
breathe In order to live, few human 
beings know how to breathe properly. 
After the anaemic 
girl 
with the 
bowed shoulders and the contracted 
chest has taken a dozen lésons in sing­ 
ing her back begins to fiatten and her 
chest to develop. 
Her complexion 
freshens, and she notices with pleas­ 
ure a rose-leaf stain reddening her 
ciîieeks. 
The professional songstress retains 
the freshness of youth into old age, 
not entirely as a result of the care she 
takes of her health and the excellent 
food she eats for the sake of her voice 
but mainly because she breathes per­ 
fectly and exercises her vocal organs 
regularly. It is acting on this princi­ 
ple, sa^ys the London Mail, that middle- 
aged women inclined to embonpoint, 
now take breathing lessons at a fash­ 
ionable school In South Kensington, 
w'here waists are coaxed back to fig­ 
ures long devoid of them, and new 
vigor is given to the ageing phyelqua 


Effects of Emotion.

s THE TURKISH RESERVES 


THK 
KIND 
OF 
SOLDIERY 
THE 
V O R T E HAS JUST CALLED OUT. 


^FMirlc» and Frightful'» Infantrymen, 
a Cheerful Fighter Is the Redlf—In- 
describably Content, Perfectly Obe- 
dient—Sultan's Mllltia Comparable 
t o the Best Soldiers In the World. 


Paul Lindau, the veil known Ger- 
man traveler and author, during one 
of his trips In Turkey, studied a band 
of redlfs or mllltia. just called out for 
miliUry service. 
Here follow the re- 
sults of his observfttions. given in his 
book, "Zwei Reisen in der Türkei." 


At the aution there was a hustle and 
bustle, but It was like life In a big ant- 
hill, so quiet and orderly waa every- 
thing, in spite of any seeming confu- 
sion. 
Three battalions of reservists, 
numbering 800 men 
each, had Just 
^ 
landed from three long trains. 
After 
^ 
a long trip, during which the men had 
been cramped, they 
wer6 
given 
a 
chance to stretch their limbs. 
Here 
w 
were men who, had been taken from 
¡f 
their work only the day before for mil- 
lUry duty—the militia of the country. 
It was not a pleasant sight. 
The 
men looked fearless and frightful. Most 
of them, If not In rags, were at least 
badly dressed. 
Feet and legs up to 
the knee were enveloped in a light 
Sreen felt, bound around with string. 
Baggy cotton breeches, bright-colored 
Tests, over which were so-called lace 
trimmed Greek Jackets; a girdle wound 
around the body several times and a 
fez completed the dress. 


They were strong and well set up. 
One could not fall to 
Impressed by 
* 
their even development. 
They moved 
n 
with a quiet, elastic motion which re- 
minded one of a wild beast ready to 
spring. 
Their dark eyes glittered un- 
pleasantly. 
Their small, white teeth 
shone. 
Finer "cannon feed" I have 
- 
never seen. 
I could quite easily be- 
lieve what I had often heard from ex- 
perts—that the Turkish redlf, with the 
very worst of care, is capable of per- 
forming wonderful teats of marching; 
and. properly officered, never 
turns 
back. 


They scarcely looked at us, although 
it is certain that they had rarely seen 
any one dressed in European fashion. 
As we went from one group to another 
they gave way, neither angrily nor ill- 
naturedly. When we asked questions 
we received curt, but not surly re- 
« 
plies: 


"Where are you from?" 
"Karahissar." 
"" 
"How old are you?^ 
"I don't know." 
"Where are you going?" 
"I haven't been told. 
"Are you tired?" 
"rveslepti" 
"Hungry?" 
"No." 
"Thirsty?'' 
"We had water." 
That was about the sum and Hub- 
stance of what we could learn. 
Just 
then they found something better to do 
than answer our questions. 
Without 
crowding or showing the slightest im- 
patience, quietly and earnestly, they 
went to a table upon which was heaped 
a pile of bread. Each one bought him- 
self a piece weighing 
nearly 
Ave 
pounds, for which he paid a piastre; 
then, without a word, moved away to 
make room for another. 
In half an 
hour every man had been served. 
1 
learned that one piastre a day was all 
the redif received, and that the dry 
bread, washed down with water was 
all that he got to eat and drink in 24 
hours. 


The under officers, who were distin- 
guished by being in uniform, stood 
about doing nothing, and apparently 
took not the slightest notice of their 
men. 
No loud order was to be heard. 
Not all the redlfs could afford tobac- 
co, although I was told tnat the bet- 
ter-to-do shared with their poorer com- 
rades, and that in the cars, as long as 
any man had any tobacco, all smoked. 
We went over and bought 200 little 
packages of the weed. 
When we of- 
fered one to a redif he took it and sa- 
luted; but no one moved his hand to 
ask for one. When we had distributed 
all the tobacco there remained COO men 
who had received none, but not a look 
of request did wo see. 
All the same, 
most of them looked poverty stricken, 
and tobacco was a godsend to them. 
Most of the Turks I have seen, and 
among them were powerful men, devils 
and worthy men. 
Of course, in Tur- 
key, as in other countries, there are 
criminals of all ecrts—robbers, mur- 
derers, firebugs—but no curs. 


At the end of an hour I heard short 
orders repeated In several parts of the 
etation. 
As if the ofiicers Ijad haa 
strings tied to the men the iatter ar- 
ranged themselves in squads four deep. 
As soon as the officer of the squad had 
glanced over the lines so as to see 
that no one was missing he gave the 
man on the right a sign with his hand. 
The one to v/hom the signal was given 
resounded with a clear loud "One! ' 
His neighbor followed with 
"Two!" 
and BO on. In a few minutes the count- 
ing of the efttire battalion of 800 was 
completed. 
Then the officer made an- 
other hand signal, and as quickly and 
quietly as they had gotten together the 
redlfs separated. 
It was evident that 
they were all trained soldiers. 
Again 


and again was it impressed upon ms 
that everything went on quietly, as If 
by clockwork. 
I heard no shouting, 
no laughing, no singing; only here ana 
there a word very quietly 
spoken. 
Never have I seen elsewhere at one 
place 800 men of from 25 to 35 (except 
regular soldiers) who when 
"Atten- 
tion!" was called stand so still as the 
First Redlf batulion. 
The other two 
battalions were at a short 
distance 
from the station, but when I went over 
to see them I found that everything 
was moving Just as quickly and quietly 
as at the station itself. 


I asked a German railroad official 
how the redlfs passed the night In the 
crowded cars, 


"Oh. they've not been pampered and 
spoiled," he replied, 
"They come an* 
stretch out on the floor, and from sun- 
set to sunrist nothing is heard from 
them. 
They're a curiously quiet lot. 
and demand practically nothing. 
They 
don't rejoice; they don't complain- 
In which they are very different from 
our own Soldiers. 
They are indescrib- 
ably content. 
They arc said to fight 
well. 
I have seen here that they are 
at least wonderfully obedient to their 
officers. 
What is more, the officers 
have to give scarcely 
any 
orders. 
Every redlf seems to know what Is 
expected of him. 
What is more, he 
does it, and that without waiting for 
any order," 


That I had already noticed. 
But as 
I thought of the hard faces and the 
dark glistening eyes, it came over me 
that these 
well 
disciplined 
troops 
could, by an outbreak of religious fa- 
naticism. be transformed Into fearful 
wild beasts if a captured city were 
turned over to them. 
But the Turkish 
soldier, if properly led. will bear com- 
parison with the best soldier of the 
world. 
He fights cheerfully, 
Is 
as 
brave as a lion, haa no fear of death, 
is strong and quick of foot, contented 
and obedient.

Translate the salutary shrieks 
of infancy into the educated singing 
of maturity and the net result is the 
same—namely, 
a 
large increase of 


health and comeliness. 


Anaemic boys and girls are now be- 
ing ordered by doctors to take singing 
lessons, because such persons do noi 
know how to breathe properly and the 
singing master teaches them the art. 
Very few people utilize the whole of 
their lung power when they breathe, 
but get Into a lazy way of merely gasp- 
ing or breathing superficially. 


Candidates for the army whose chest 
measurement lacks the requisite num- 
ber of inches take singing lessons to 
increase their girth, or, if their voices 
lack the musical element, they attend 
breathing classes and learn where their 
respiration should come from—that is 
to say, how they should retain it, and 
how emit it. 
Though mankind must 
breathe in order to live, few human 
beings know how to breathe properly. 


After the anaemic 
girl 
with the 
bowed shoulders and the contracted 
chest has taken a dozen lésons in sing- 
ing her back begins to llatten and her 
chest to 
develop. 
Her 
complexion 
freshens, and she notices with pleas- 
ure a rose-leaf 
stain 
reddening 
her 
cHieeks. 


The professional songstress retains 
the freshness of youth into old age, 
not entirely as a result of the care she 
takes of her health and the excellent 
food she eats for the sake of her voice 
but mainly because she breathes per- 
fectly and exercises her vocal organs 
regularly. 
It is acting on this princi- 
ple, sa^ys the London Mail, that middle- 
aged women inclined to embonpoint, 
now take breathing lessons at a fash- 
ionable school in South Kensington, 
where waists are coaxed back to fig- 
ures long devoid of them, and new 
vigor Is given to the ageing phyelqua. 


Effects of 
Emotion, 


The actor's mouth is essentially fa- 
cial, and not infrequently It exhibits 
a tendency to turn to one side or the 
other. This Is due, in part, to its being
